Thꝛeugh faith we em⸗ 
zaͤce the truth of God contained in the 
Wow, as the Creation of the Mozld 
by the Wiozd 'of God, Wy Faith, and 
by faith alone our Dacrifices, our Ser⸗ 
vices, our Duties, our Perſons, and 
Perkozmances are accepted in Jeſus 
Chuſt. Bp Faith we receive whatſoe-

Now that Which J intend chiefly fo 
inſiſt upon, is that eminent Example ot 
the Faith of Moſes, in the wozdg befoze 
ment ioned, in that he chole ra ther to fulfer 
affliction with the People of God, than to 
enjoy the pleaiures of fin for a ſeaſon: e- 
ſteeming the reproach of Chriſt greater 
riches, than all - e honours of Egypt. 


Bekoze J come to the Dbtervations 
which flow from hence, give me leave 
a little to look back into the two fozego⸗ 
ing verles, wherein we habe frft the 
Trample of the eminent Faith of Mo- 
ies's Parents, who contrary fo the 
Uings Commrond rekuled to deſtroy 
him; the King he Commanded all the 
Pales to be ſlain, but they being 
ſtrong in Faith 1 hiding of him, did

eferve him; and when they could 
ide him no longer , they choſe rather 
to truſt him to the mercy of God, hy 
caſting him upon the Mater, rather 
than to endanger hig like by the bande 
of mertilels and bloody men.

There 
are ſeveral Weiul and Pzofitable In⸗ 
Kructlons which may be deduced from 
hence, J ſhall only name them, and fo 
Dzoceed. 

And the firſt is this, that God tales 
ſpecial notice of his Peoptes Faith, he 
Rec92ds ib {0 all poſterity.

took no care to anlwer the King in 
this matter, they knew God was able 
to deliver them; however they reſolved 
whether dellverante came oz not, they 
would rather tuffer than ſin. It it be lo 
that we muſt be caſt into the Furnace, we 
know our God is able to deliver us; but 
if not, though we be not delivered, yet be 
it knownunto thee, O King, that we will 
dot ſerve thy gods, nor worſhip the golden
